(A) STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY -- Recently, a 
west coast office reported that a field secretary of the Students 
for a Democratic Society, upon completion of ah interview in a 
Conscientious Objector case, attempted to follow the interviewing 
Agent. Upon realizing this, the Agent confronted this individual 
at which time he stated that Students for a Democratic Society 
members had received instructions from the Students for a 
Democratic Society National Office in Chicago that.whenever 
they were interviewed by the FBI they should obtain the name of 
the interviewing Agent, his description and the complete description 
and license number of the automobile used by the Agent. 


Our Chicago Office has furnished information that 
recently the Chicago Police Department had occasion to search an 
automobile which was owned by an individual who was directly 
involved in distributing Students for a Democratic Society leaflets 
in Chicago. Upon searching this automobile, it was ascertained 
that it was wired for sound which included a toggle switch and a 
tape recorder. 


In view of these two situations, you should alert all 
Special Agent personnel of the current tactics utilized by the Students 
for a Democratic Society to possibly place the Bureau in an 
embarrassing or compromising position. Special Agents should be 
most circumspect when conducting interviews of Students for a 
Democratic Society members and proper precautions taken to insure 
that they do not become the subject of harassment by these individuals. 
The Bureau should be promptly advised of any information coming to 
the attention of the field regarding this matter.

New Left Buoyed by Widespread Religious and Academic Support 
though Movement Not Marked by Deep Religious r 
tellectual Characteristics 


One of the main reasons for the potency of the New Left 
is the widespread support it has received from clerical leaders, es 
well as teachers and professors in the academic community. This s. 
clerical support, in particular, has helped the Movement achieve a y Р 
respectability and acceptance it probably would not havé achieved 


otherwise. The presence of clergymen of various faiths at demonstrations 


and rallies lend:a moral appeal which the Movement by itself doesn't 2 


possess. The very fact that professors often participate and give | 
guidance provides an academic and intellectual platform for New Lett 
ideas. 

A key clerical supporter of the New Left, for exanp e pe 
is Rev. William Sloane СоШп, Jr. » Yale University Chaplain. He ма. 
been extremely active as а speaker, counselor and advisor to New Lait ; 
adherents. For example, an article in the February 22, 1967, issue h 
of "The New Haven Register" reflected that Coffin, at a seminar on "Law, 
Order and Civil Disobedience," had proposed a national campaign of 
draft defiance.

Staughton Lynd, a professor of history at Yale University, 
is one of the most outspoken of the academic leaders of the New Left. 
He 15 a highly controversial figure in the university community with 
his many speeches, articles and foreign travel. Because of his 
academic background, he has become, in many reapects;, ¢ho intellectual 
fount of New Left ideology. He has been а formulator, for example, 
of the concept of "participatory democracy." Therefore, his ideas are 


widely quoted in New Left circles and put to work by its adherents, · ^

Perhaps this is Lynd's chief contribution to the 
Movement. A New York Times" article (December 28, 1965) 
identified Lynd as one of the New Left's elder statesmen: "...hig | ` 
appeal among the wildly proliferating groups of the new left is enormous. " 
Students were quoted as to his influence: "Yea, Lynd could be the one 
to lead the whole left." . .. one of those great men of history." "Lynd 
is the best political spokesman on the left. 

The Yale professor is best known publicly, however, 
for his bizarre, well-publicized visit in late 1965 and early 1906 to 
Hanoi in company with Tbomas Hayden (an SDS leader) and Dr. Herbert 
Aptheker (communist functionary). The three made the trip without 


State Department permission. After his return, he spoke about his 


visit, for example, before some 3, 000 people at Woolsey Hall at Yale.

Yet, paradoxically, despite the leadership of these 
professors and ministers the New Left movement is intellectually hollow 
and superficial. A review of "New Left Notes" and other New Left 
literature will bring out bow impractical and foolish thelr schemes are. 
They are based on negativism, a desire to tear down with little thought .

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To understand the New Left, we must appreciate the Ба 
significance of the so-called "generational gap.

as far back as ancient Greece and Rome. 

But in the New Left movement, the "generational ` “` 
қар" takes оп a special significance.

He quoted one 
student as saying the generational gap "arises out of the dígillusionment 
with the older group who have given up and traveled the middle of the 
road, despite its ruts and the crap that falls on them. . . People in the 
older generation... are prone.to accept a compromise. " 2 | 

Here is the moralism of the New Left, the constant 
feeling that their elders have played false," have compromised with _ 
the "evils" of the "Establishment" and the "status quo."

On May 25, 1967 MANN source and the £70 
second and third sources, who have furnished reliable 
information in the past advised that the CPC and 
SDS sponsored a "Public Rally of Concern" which was 
held at the Epiphany Church, Chicago, Illinois, boginning 
at 7:30 PM, on May 24, 1967. The source stated that 
this rally vas held to protest United States 
intervention in South Viet Nam, and that approximately 
550 individuals were in attendance . The sources 
added that the main speakers at this rally were: 
Reverend James Bevel, National Leader of the Spring 
Nobilization Committee; Dee Jacobsen, Assistant 
National SDS Secretary, who spoke on behalf of 
Carl Oglesby, former National Officer of the SDS, 
and who was unable to attend the rally; Le Roy  Woliis, 
member of the Veterans for Peace; and Jack Spiegel, an 
officer of the CPC. Sourcesstated that the 
aforementioned speakers all spoke out against the 
war in Viet Nam; all indicated that United States 
troops should be immediately withdrawn from South 
Viet Nam, and that the United States Was the actual 
aggressor in the immoral war. According to the three 
sources, Jack Spiegel, during his speech, indicated 
that Mohammad Ali (Cassius Clay) was to be the main 
speaker at the rally, however, Spiegel added that 
he was unable to attend because bë was being detainees, — 
by the United States Government, The-three.

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as 
it is known tocay, came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Paron, Michigan, in June, 1962. Тһе SDS is ап 
association of voung people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the var in Vietnam 4йа to 
"radically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, General. 
Secretary, Comnunist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on Nay 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us." 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anticommunist 


proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of “New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
Some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national

Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
attended this ccnvention. The aims of this organization, as ве 
forth in the preamble to the constitution, are: "it is our beli 
that this nation can best solve its problems in an atmosphere c 
peaceful ccexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for 
&11 peoples of the world, and that these solutions will be 
reached mainly through the united efforts of all democratic 
elements in our country, composed essentially of the working 
people allied in the, unity of Negroes and other minorities with 
whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest threat tc 
American denocracy comes from the racist and right wing forces 
in coalition with the most reacticnary sections of the economic 
power structure, using the tool of anti-Communism to divide anc 
destroy the unified struggle of the working people." 


Over the Labor Dey weekend, 1965, the DCA held a 
conference in Chicsgo, Illinois, and a new slate of officers .

The Administration tried several , 
other places (the Antioch high school, Central 
State University of Ohio, etc.) and could not 
find anyone willing to give us facilities for 
the Convention. Rather than wait for the 
Antioch College public relations department 

to make any more forays into the bureaucracies 
of academic Ohio, we decided to move the 
Convention. 


"When the first indications of bourgeois 
obfuscation started to come in, we called 
several campuses in the Midwest to see if 
they could host the Convention. VOICE in 
Ann Arbor managed to get the Michigan Admin- 
istration's approval to host the Convention. 
Eric Chester from the No, California Regional 
Office and VOICE members are working to 
finalize arrangements. “Тһе NAC decided to 
hire Jerry Lustig to work full time with VOICE 
from 1 June until the Convention is in session, 
At this time things look fairly settled; yet 
considering the events of the past month it 
is impossible to predict what travesty may 
befall us.

With the full realization that in 
the past this has been attempted with no 
success and that long range, one shot movement 
committees often disband naturally before 
the long range goal is fulfilled, it seems 
best that the committee so constituted be 
responsible to the NO and be responsible to
